It.  is  a  n  atter  of-  Cac't,  that  the 
lands  ot  the  weitcm  country  are 
nutch  mare  luxuriant  and  fertile 
than  thole  vi  the  Atlantic  parts  of 
the  i  niit-w  State*?;  it  will  follow 
then  that  welkin  cultivated  lands 
will  arfbvd  a  larger  proportion  of 
produce  for  exportation  than  the

comparatively  with  the  valt  ex- 
ton  i  of  that  territory  ;  yet  the 
number  of  its  inhabitants  is  ref- 
pcetaok,  and  deforve  dor.btkfs 
the  attention  of  the  rupreme  kgif- 
lature  of  ihe  union.  1  he  hate  of 
Petinfylvania  has  leveral  populous 
counties  beyond  the  mountains, 
vhole  produce  mud  go  to  market 
by  the  Alleghany  and  Monengmhe- 
la  rivets  down  the  Ohio  and  IV.if- 
fiilppi.  Virginia  is  in  the  far.  e 
iituation,  as  to  her  pollemons  on 
the  Ohio  and  Great  Kanhawa  1 1- 
vais.  Ihe  Itate  of  Kentucky, 
vTxich  is  far  fiom  being  contempt- 
ible foi  the  nnmbei  of  her  inhabi- 
tants, has  no  other  way.  to  export 
her  produce.  The  tcrmtory  north, 
v  eft  of  the  Oluo,  comp1  ehending 
the  ftverai  felikments  of  Sciota, 
I-^ami,  Wabalh,  and  the  villages 
and.  country  Illinois,  is  in  the 
very-fame  predicament ;  and  klt- 
ly,  the  ter.itorv  fonth  of  the  Ohio, 
containing  v.pv.  ards  of  5p,coofoulsr 
Iks  ahoi;c:  iiL-r  o'l  the  weltern  w  a- 
fets,  and  is  more  conveniently  »i- 
f.iatcd  than  all  the  others  to  the 
navigation  of  the  Mifiifippi.  At  a
